O'Ofll Aceepls. 

Mr. O'Deil in accepting the nomina- 
tion said in part: "Important as the 
state Issues are, they are overshadow- 
ed by the greater matters involred in 
the national campaign. To my mind 
the paramount issue is the re-election 
Ot McKiolsy who hu so ably kept aU 
pledges. Re-elect him and the poli-

This con- 
cluded the convention's work and a 
committee was aippointed to Invite 
Governor RooseveU to address the 
gathering. The iMnninee tor rice pres- 
ident responded and was given an 
ovation as he mounted the plattonn 
8pe«*cli by Roosevelt. 

Mr. Roosevelt in oi^niing, congratu- 
lated the eonvontion on the men nom- 
in.ited. Referring to naLional affair.-^, 
and statements made ta it tlie senate 
would prevent the enactment of free 
silver legislation even though Mr. 
Bryan and a Democratic house were 
to be elected, Mr. R.),wcveit said: 
"The electian of Mr. i;iyaii tliis fail 
would be the people's mandate for 
free silver and as suoh It would tell 
uixm every senator who has felt 
doulii'ful ii to act in the past.

He a^ipearel to suffer 
no ill effects from the journey, how- 
ever, and was passing the summer 
quietly ait Small Pjint wlien the fatal 
stroke seised him. The unconscious- 
ness whi;<i f.)Ilowed tlie attack con- 
tinued until death came. 

Arthur Sewall was born in Bath in 
Noveiml)er, 1833. Hi.^ father, W. D. 
Sewall, for years was prominent as a 
shipbuilder ami {he son fitted hims;'l;' 
for tbe same trade. In 1855, by form 
ing the partnership of B. ft A. Sewall, 
he continued fhe calling of one of the 
oldest ship building families in Main.>. 
Upon the dcatti of his brother, Ed- 
ward Sewall, the firm of Artihur 
Sewall ft Co. was formed and the cor- 
poration now controls one of the 
largest of American sailing fleets. 

.Mr. Sewall also was one of the 
prominent railroad men of New Eng- 
land. Fy>r n<ne years he was presi- 
dent of the Maine rentral and he was 
president of the Ka^tern railw ay un- 
til It was ab.sorbed by the Host ui &. 
Maine. For many years be was the 
Maine representative on tbe Demo- 
cratic national oommittee. In lS!ifi he 
was made the choice of his party for 
vi;e ])resMent.

Harold M. Sewall, who was statian< 1 
by the governnienl at Hawaii and 
William D. Sewall, who is iu bu.siness

It Will Put all Kn<l to the Long 
Period of Torrid Weather. 
Washington, Sept. 6.— The weather 
bureau has issued the following spe- 
cial storm biilictin: A tropi,'..l ato;:L 
v.aii-ii bus bo'U moving slowly wc.i> 
ward over the Caribbean sea diirin.' 
the la.st few days, crossed Cuba Tue:^- 
day nig'ht and Is central near Key 
Wist, Fia. Thus far tlie storm lias 
been attcnde.! only by heavy r.uus and 
Viuils of II. odiT ite force. 

i'he outlook, however, is that the 
I liter of the disturbance wiy mov? 
Liver the ea.it paiiioii of t!ie Gulf n' 
.Mexico wit-li a marked increase of ia- 
tensity and cause d.ingeroiis wind.-i 
along the middle and eaat gulf, Flori- 
da and extreme South Atlantic coasts 
Thursday. Continuing a nori'.-. ward 
movoment the storm probably w.U l.r 
felt as far north as Norfolk by Thurs- 
day night and is likely to extend ovei 
the middle Atlantic and south N<^w 
Eiiglanii coasts by Friday. Asi ie 
from indicated high ea-sterly winds, 
along the Atkantlo coast, tbls dis- 
turbance promises to axuse general 
raJns over the eastern part of th.; 
country -whirh will cover the South 
Atlantic and gulf sUtes Thur^ay, the 
middle Atlantic states Friday and New 
England Friday night and Saturday. 
It will also terminate the period of 
hiigh temperature whioh has pre- 
vailed east of the Mississippi. 

Powers Sentenced. 

Georgetown, Ky., Sept. 5.— Ju.l^e 
Oantrill overruled the bill of exceptions 
iu the oase of ex-Seoretary of State 
Caleb Powers, convicted as accessory 

before the fact to the assassination of 
William Gocbcl and sentenced I'.i^' 
prisoner for life. Judge Cantrill made 
an oft&sr suspending- execution ot the 
sentence t;o days iu order to cnalile 
the del'eiulaiil to procure a transcript 
of the re,oi\l to be filed In the c uiit 
of appeald and an appeal was allowed. 
Powers was taken bock to Louisville 
at 3 o'clock by Deputies Hearn au 1 
Reed. He was handcuffed both coming 
from Louisville and returning.

Therefore the ntgotia- 
tions on this point cannot be said to 
bave been marked by any formal ad- 
v.inccnu n;. ;,aan;;h it is kni'wn that 
unofHcial exchanges, in progre.-.s which 
doubtie.s8 are preparing the way for a 
formal agreement between the powers 
in the near fitture. 

Aifing thraiiKli I.^ Hung Chang tlie 
Ohineae imperiil goverumtnt is mak- 
ing strenuous eft'ji is to secure favor- 
able con.'^ideiution for Its pea(^ over- 
tures. While our government h.as not 
yat rcifivi'l a copy of the imperial 
edict referred to in tbe Shanghai dis- 
patches naming Earl LI and several 
other Cliinese notables as plenipoten- 
tiaries to negotiate for a scttlecnent 
witii tihe powers, the .--late departin> iit 
Is advl.<ed through its agents of the 
existence of sucii an edict. This, it Is 
sxpci';( I. will lie communicated to the 
dep.trtauiit when -Mr. Wu, the Chl- 
Lc.-e mini. :cr, ri iurns to W.isliingr on. 

It is usoertaiued that neither Mr. 
Rockhill, Mr. Conger, nor Oeneral 
Ciiaffei' have been clothed with any 
fcpeiial I nvi rs to meet the. e or .any 
oilier Ciiiaise envoys.

There is n.) dispasition here to com- 
plain of dilatoriness on the part of the 
powers in dispoislng of tlie Russian 
suirni'sti on respecting withdrawal. It 
Is felt that any delay which ensues In 
the I \; iitian of tlie Ku^.-~i.in threat 
to withdraw actually makes for peace, 
for each day's developments point to 
the le-t oration to authority in Peking 
of some ghost of a government wlileh . 
may bicanie tangible enough to deal 
with the powers. 

There was no word from Mr. Con- 
ger M- from General Chaffee. The 
On-gon is now lying off Gutzlaff, an 
Island just outside the uimilh of the 
Yang Tse Kling. She is waiting for 
a favorable tide to cross tbe bar and 
pro<e<'d to Woo Sung, just below 
Shanghai, where she is to do guard 
duty tor awhile.
